It  was  therefore 
only  a  question  of  the  best  pro- 
cedure to  be  adopted  under  the  cir- 
cumstances. 

It  was  held  by  one  speaker  that 
unity  would  not  be  furthered  by  the 
idea  that  Canadian  questions  could 
only  be  settled  by  an  Independent 
trlbtmal  The  stiggestion  made  by 
the  mitiLster,  he  believed,  would 
promote  confidence  and  demon- 
strate to  the  world  that  the  people 
of  Canada  were  prepared  to  deal 
justly  with  their  minorities.  The 
deelaratlQn  of  the  Imperial  Confer- 
enoe  waa  ■eoaimlly  accepted  as  a 
doflnitiea  to  the  world  of  equal 
status.  Canada  should  therefore 
keep  pace  with  that  status.

DIVORCES  ON  THR  INCREASR 

During  1*^26  there  were  606  divorces  granted  in 
Canada,  which  represented  an  increase  of  57  over 
the  number  in  1925.  In  this  country  the  courts 
of  the  various  provinces,  with  the  exception  of  Quebec 
and  Ontario,  can  grsnt  divorce,  hut  those  two  prov- 
inces have  to  go  to  the  Federal  Parliament  when 
seeking  dissolution  of  marriage  bonds  I  he  growth 
of  divorce  cases  in  the  Dominion,  as  elsewhere,  is 
apparent  all  over  the  country  except  in  Prince  Ed- 
ward Island.

It  la  a  great  relief  to  come  upon 
a  poet  who  Is  not,  as  mast  of  our 
Canadian  \\riters,  and  a  lari;!-  num- 
ber of  Aincrii  ,411  I  t!  .S  A  )  writers 
are.  con.scloii.sly  trvin^  to  write  with  j 
a  distinctive  national  flavor,  in 
other  words,  designing  ornamental 
propaganda.  Mr.  Dillon  is  wholly 
occupied  with  giving  expression  to 
tha  cibativa  tasttaict  through  Poetry. 
He  la  suoeeaafnl  beediMe  he  provides 
a  means  of  e.^cape  for  the  Imagina- 
tion. Anything  which  does  this, 
performs  a  high  .service  The  follow- 
ing llneii  are  from  the  piece  called

He  is  most  modem  in  his 
mysticism,  which  Is  of  a  slightly 
pantheistic  turn.  The  external 
arouses  the  creative  fire  In  this  poet 
to  a  point  of  near  contact— he 
liutche-;  desperat'-ly  nt  one  .symtml 
after  another  as  long  as  his  sym- 
bo\s  remain  external  the  contact 
will  never  be  made  in  this  he  re- 
minds one  of  Bner.son  In  diction 
he  Is  contempotary.

In  dlecusslng  future  plans  of  the 
Itague,  iSr.  T.  Humphries,  the  pres- 
ident, stated  that  it  was  it.s  inten- 
tion to  carry  on  an  intensive  edii- 
cationa'  lamp.iiKn  In  the  .nteresl.s 
of  ilie  temperance  cause  Many 
peoi)le  he  said,  had  erroneous  ideas 
in  regard  to  the  objects  of  the 
league,  some  thinking  that  the  in- 
tention was  to  make  people  good 
by  legislation.  This  was  not  the 
purpose,  said  he.  The  league  rou'.i! 
not  hope  to  succeed  If  it  had  sik  h 
a  policy  "We  think  we  arc  on  .air 
ground,  however,  when  we  en 
deavor  in  every  legitunate  way  lo 
make  it  hard  to  do  wron"?.  '  he 
.said.  "It  Is  the  old  question,  'the 
bottle  or  the  boy,  which?  "  When 
the  people  decided  on  Oovemment 
contnri  of  the  liquor  traffic,  they 
were  promLsed  that  It  would  mean 
the  complete  elimination  of  the 
bootlegger  and  lemeclv  all  the 
other  ills  that  were  alleged  to  have 
been  caused  by  prohibition.  In  the 
light  of  the  revelations  made  at  the 
recent  Customs  inquiry,  It  was  evi- 
dent to  all  fair-minded  people  that 
Oovemment  control  did  not  con- 
trol. There  was  one  other  way,  and 
that  was  to  prohibit  the  manufac- 
ture or  Importation  of  alcoholic 
llquov:,  for  be' i  raRc  purposes  in  the 
Dominion  of  Canada  This  wa.s  the 
ultimate  Koal  in  \iew  Meantime 
any  measure  of  reform  would  be 
supported  by  the  advocates  of  Do- 
inlnlon-wkle  prohibition.
